Two killed in 
fiery crash

A multi-agency investigation was un­ 
der way today into the accident that 
claimed the lives of two airmen and 
seriously injured a third person. 


David Paul Kroll, 21, and James 
Stephen Revak, 21, both of 135 North B 
St., were killed, and Cass Bennett, 19, of 
the same address was injured early Sun­ 
day morning when their car spun off 
rainslick Highway 1, a quarter mile 
south of the Wye and plunged into a 200- 
foot deep canyon, where it burst into 
flames. Bennett was listed in stable con­ 
dition at Lompoc Hospital today with 
multiple injuries. Funeral services were 
pending for the man’s two companions. 


Authorities say Revak was the driver. 
He was incinerated in the car, but Ben­ 
nett and Kroll were ejected as the car 
rolled over and over down the slope. The 
tragedy erupted at about 50 minutes 
after midnight. 


Kroll died at about 2:30 a.m. at Lom­ 
poc Hospital despite being revived twice 
by doctors. 


An early and ultimately erroneous 
report caused concern that there were 
even more victim s, perhaps lost 
somewhere in the heavy brush that fills 
the ravine where the car came to rest 
Sheriff’s officials called out members of

the Lompoc Search and Rescue Team to 
aid in the Search. 


Officials called the search off after 
four fruitless hours. 
Kroll and Bennett were picked up and 
taken to the hospital, but initial efforts to 
recover Revak’s body failed. Finally the 
car was lifted with the body still inside 
and carried to Beattie Motors in Lom­ 
poc, where firemen pried open the doors. 
The California Highway Patrol, sherif­ 
f’s department and county fire depart­ 
ment aided in the rescue effort. 


Authorities pieced together -this 
timetable of tragedy. The accident oc­ 
curred early Sunday morning — 50 
minutes after midnight, Saturday — as 
Revak and his companions were driving 
south on Highway 1. County fire units 
and the CHP were alerted and on the 
scene minutes later. The sheriff reached 
the scene at almost the same time or 
shortly after. Ten minutes later, the 
sheriff called out the search party. Kroll 
was pronounced dead at 2:30 a.m. Revak 
was already confirmed dead, but his 
body was not taken from the car until 
3:45 a m The Search and Rescue Team 
ended the search at 6 a.m. 


Kroll and Revak were airmen; but 
Bennett is a civilian. 


The city of Lompoc, trying to find an 
alternate site for a racquetball facility 
which had been planned for Ryon Park, 
may have picked up a bonus in negota- 
tions with Santa Barbara County today. 
The Board of Supervisors unanimously 
voted this morning to proceed with plans 
to lease a 4.5-acre parcel of county 
property in Lompoc for park purposes. 
The land, now vacant, is located 
between Lompoc High School and Lom­ 
poc Shopping Center. 
Preliminary indications were that the 
city would seek a sufficient parcel of the 
property on which to place the racquet­ 
ball facility, which would be developed 
by private promoters and rent paid to the 
city 
Placement of the facility in Ryon Park 
had generated some opposition and a 
committee consisting of two city coun* 
cilmen, two members of the Parks and 
Recreation Commission and the City At­ 
torney was appointed to check into alter­ 


native locations. 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie’s mo­ 
tion for the county counsel to prepare a 
50-year lease with the city won approval 
after Lompoc Mayor Eugene Stevens 
strongly supported the proposal. 
Stevens said the city is prepared to 
spend a “sizeable amount of money” for 
utilities and parking as an initial move to 
make the plan a reality. 
Stevens also pointed out that the park 
proposal could be utilized by both county 
and city residents, as a low-cost housing 
project on other county property nearby. 
The Rainbow Housing Project is plan­ 
ned cm the north portion of the property. 
The racquetball facility would require 
only about a quarter of an acre, so the 
additional acreage presumably would be 
developed into a park. 
At the time the information of the 
supervisors’ action became known late 
this morning, no city officials were 
available to comment. 
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Peacekeeping force 
takes over in Beirut 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) — A heavily 
arm ed 
S y ria n -d o m in a te d 
peacekeeping army swept through the 
battle lines of divided Beirut today, mov­ 
ing between rival Christian and Moslem 
militiamen, seizing their positions, and 
taking control of the entire capital. 
Although the force pushed into areas 
that had seen some of the heaviest 
fighting in 19 months of civil war, it met 
with remarkably little resistance. 
However, a spokesman for the Arab 
force said a land mine exploded in the 
commercial district of the capital, 
wounding four civilians and three Syrian 
soldiers, one seriously. 
He also said a sniper in a formerly 
Christian-rightist high-rise block in the 
port area opened fire on Syrian troops as 
they advanced. The Syrians turned fire 
on the sniper, who was using a Soviet- 
made Doutchka machine gun and killed 
him. 
The backbone of the Arab army was 
Syrian, but the force was also sprinkled 
with soldiers from Saudi Arabia, the 
Sudan and Libya that had been in 
Lebanon since last June. 
Women leaned out of windows and 
waved at the soldiers as they passed and 
children clapped at the sight of tanks 
rumbling through neighborhood streets. 
“It’s the first time in a year there have 
been these many cars and people on this 
street,’’ exulted a west Beiruit resident 
as he drove down Rue Basta in the 
western sector, only one block from the 
“green line” dividing the city. 
At the museum crossing between east 


and west Beirut, Moslems and Christians 
alike could be seen walking through the 
rubble and talking with Syrian guards. 
The Syrian-dominated force pushed 
into the capital from the south and east. 
Tanks, armored cars, jeeps mounted 
with recoiless rifles and troops arrived 
simultaneously at dawn, rolling into new 
positions, consolidating them, leaving 
detachments and pushing on in a 
methodical drive that saw the capital 
overrun by noon. 
The road to the airport was quickly 
opened south of Beirut Spearheaded by a 
bulldozer, another Syrian contingent 
plowed through from east Beirut to the 
waterfront in the port area and then on to 
the international hotels district. 
Leftist militiamen fired bursts of gun­ 
fire into the air when the Syrian advance 
party reached their lines — to show their 
satisfaction — and cried “welcome to 
the Syrian army” and “heroes of the 
(1973) October war.” 
The drive capped a sweep down from 
the central mountains last Wednesday by 
4,000 Syrian troops in two brigades with 
hundreds of armored vehicles. Some 
2,300 Saudi, Sudanese and Libyan troops 
have been stationed at the airport since 
June. 
Two columns of Syrian tanks and ar­ 
mored cars rumbled into the gutted 
seaport and commercial center from the 
south and east They were welcomed 
with hugs and kisses from jubilant leftist 
and rijditist gunmen who fired wildly 
into the air to signal the apparent end of 
the war.

More rain 
Postal surplus may make 
dampens 
rate increase unnecessary 


Indications point to lower 
food price hikes in '77 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Retail food 
prices next year may edge up about 3 to 4 
per cent, close to this year’s 3 per cent 
gain which was the smallest in five 
years, Agriculture Department experts 
predicted today. 


Analysts reporting at the opening of 
the department’s annual Agricultural 
Outlook Conference warned that their in­ 
itial 1977 food and farm price forecasts 
were tentative because the outlook for 
the second half of the year depends 
heavily on harvests of crops which will 
not be planted until next spring. 
But on the basis of potential big crops 
again in 1977, economist Rex F. Daly 
said current indications point to a possi­ 
ble increase of 5 to 6 per cent in 
restaurant meal prices, a smaller gain in 
grocery prices, and a combined all-food 
price index “averaging some 3 to 4 per 
cent above the average for this year.” 
Economist James Donald added that 


this year's “moderate” 3 per cent gain — 
the smallest since 1971 — means that 
food has advanced only about half as fast 
as the overall cost of living index and 
therefore has been slowing the increase 
in the overall cost of living. 
The 3 per cent advance followed jumps 
of 8.Sf per cent last year and 14.5 per cent 
in each of the two preceding years. 
All of this year’s retail food gain came 
because of increases in middlemen’s 
marketing margins, Donald said. The 
farmer’s return for foods in a typical 
market basket for 1976 will be down 
about 4 per cent from last year, he said. 
In fact. Donald noted, consumers 
would have seen retail food prices rise 
only 1 25 per cent this year if they had 
purchased only American farm- 
produced foods at groceries. The overall 
gain rose to 3 per cent because of hikes in 
fish and imported foods like coffee, and 
because of a 7 per cent rise in restaurant 
prices 


Valley area 


Scattered light showers Sunday drop­ 
ped a fractional inch of rain on the Lom­ 
poc and Santa Ynez Valleys to continue 
an early season pace unrivaled in recent 
years. 
The rainfall raised the season total in 
Lompoc to 4.59 inches, compared to sl­ 
ightly more than a half inch last year at 
this time Weather watchers in the Santa 
Ynez area reported .35 to .45 of an inch of 
rain Sunday, for a season total of 6 85 in­ 
ches. Last year at this time there had 
been a sparse quarter of an inch of rain. 
Both the Lompoc and Santa Ynez 
valleys experienced a withering drought 
last year with eight inches or less falling 
on most locations. Average rainfall for 
most locations in northern Santa Bar­ 
bara County is 13 inches. 
The season’s early rainfall fell in 
September and October. Traces of rain, 
however, fell earlier in the year. Or­ 
dinarily measurable rainfall isn’t 
recorded until early October at the 
earliest and often not until January. 
Farmers today expressed thanks for 
the most recent rains, as a boost for 
natural range grasses, particularly in 
the Santa Ynez Valley areas. The latest 
rains followed an extended period of dry 
and unusually warm weather. Daytime 
highes in the Santa Ynez Valley areas 
were in the 90s. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Postal 
Service achieved a $15 million surplus 
during the three months ending Oct. I, 
raising hopes another rate increase may 
not be necessary next year, Postmaster 
General Benjamin F. Bailar announced 
today. 
Bailar said the three-month surplus 
was the first he knows of since the semi­ 
public Postal Service was formed by 
Congress in 1971, or even during many 
years of its operation by a governmental 
department 
The three-month period was given a 
special audit as a “transitional quarter” 
caused by the entire government’s shift 
from a fiscal year ended June 30 to one 
ended Sept 30 Bailar said previously the 
Postal Service has had annual audits that 
might have concealed momentary 


quarterly surpluses 
“This $15 million surplus takes on an 
even greater significance when we note 
the fact that a deficit of as much as $425 
million for the quarter was originally 
projected 15 months ago,” Bailar said. 
Bailar said the surplus was achieved 
through efficiency, primarily by a 
cumulative reduction in employe ranks 
through attrition, plus a slight, unex­ 
pected increase in mail volume. Under 
its labor contract, the Postal Service 
cannot fire anyone. 
The surplus has created an improved 
future outlook of avoiding early rate in­ 
creases or additional government sub­ 
sidies, Bailar said. 
“I’m hopeful there will not be any rate 
increase in 1977,” Bailar said. “If there 
is any it will be very late in the year.” 


Ford, tan 
and slim, 
goes home 


PALM SPRINGS (UPI) - Tanned and 
slightly slimmer, President Ford today 
ended his vacation in the California 
desert resort to which he may return 
after his presidency. 
He spent 90 minutes Sunday looking at 
houses inside the Thunderbird golf com­ 
plex. his aides said, and they indicated 
Ford is leaning toward Palm Springs as 
his retirement home. 
Ford and his wife, Betty, flew back to 
Washington after eight days of golf and 
relaxation to undertake a busy month of 
routine office work and some personal 
decision-making. 
One decision will be where to make his 
home after Jimmy Carter moves into the 
White House Jan 20 Three White House 
sources said Ford will make the choice 
soon and that Palm Springs appears to be 
the? tx.*st 
Ford did nothing to squelch specula­ 
tion he would be settling in the exclusive 
resort He fended off questions about his 
plans from reporters Saturday night and 
engaged only in chitchat with them. He 
said he was feeling fine and had lost four 
pounds 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said the 
Fords were “just kind of looking 
around” when they were viewing the 
houses and lots. 
“I think it was a very casual kind of 
looking,” Nessen said Asked whether 
the Fords decided to buy in Palm Spr­ 
ings. he said “not that I know of.” 
Maj Robert Barrett, the military aide 
who is helping Ford with personal transi­ 
tion plans, said Palm Springs is good for 
Mrs Ford “That’s one reason he likes 
it The only place that compares would 
be someplace like Arizona.” 
The houses Ford looked at were in the 
same complex where the President lived 
during his vacation. He stayed in the 
high walled villa owned by Leonard K. 
Firestone, the U.S. ambassador to 
Belgium, and remained secluded there 
except for golf outings, a party Wednes­ 
day and a hotel reception Saturday night. 
The homes are modem, California 
style with Spanish influence and the 
Firestone house is reported to be valued 
at more than $400,000. One house in the 
area sold recently for more than $1 
million 
The exclusive, very private complex 
has homes inside a country club setting, 
and owners have automatic access to the 
club.

Heavy quake rocks Peking 


HONG KONG (UPI) - An earthquake 
seism ologists termed “ big enough 
for certain damage” rocked Peking in 
the heaviest shock since the tremors that 
devasted parts of northeast China July 
27. 
The Royal Hong Kong Observatory 
recorded the earthquake at 9:57 p.m 
<6:57 a.m. PST today) but was unable to 
give any further details Kyodo News 
Service in Tokyo said in a dispatch from 


China the earthquake was strong but its 
epicenter was not immediately known. 
Marcus Baath of the Uppsala Institute 
said the tremor was "big enough for cer­ 
tain damage.” 
The U S. G eological Survey’s 
earthquake center at Golden, Colo , said 
the quake registered 6.5 on the Richter 
Scale. The center said the quake was in 
the same general area as the destructive 
earthquake of July 27.

County W elfare D irector 
Arthur Nelson said today that 
while he has a strict rule 
against his staffers accepting 
“expensive gifts” from anyone 
in connection with their social 
services rendered, he does 
allow grateful welfare clients 
at times to make presents of 
cakes, cookies and other 
“homey” gifts in his office. 
As for receiving poinsettia 
plants at Christmas season 
from Peter Gottheiner. former 
president of the now defunct 
Visiting Homes Services, Inc., 
Nelson acknowledged that a 
florist had delivered several of 
them to his office. 
They remained in the office 
for the whole staff to enjoy. 
Nelson declared. 
County supervisors as well as 
Nelson have gone on record 
they refrained from accepting 
lavish hospitality of Gottheiner 
in the past two years when 
Visitng Home Services had the 
countv contract to administer 


home chore services to the 
aged, blind and disabled 
persons 
The Gottheiner operation 
blew sky high in September, 
with employes reporting to the 
county their checks w ere 
bouncing, although they loyally 
continued work, and eventually 
got paid through the county. 
Revelations before a State 
Senate special com m ittee 
recently showed Gottheiner 
entertained officials from other 
counties. 
In the wake of the collapse of 
the Gottheiner operation, the 
supervisors have awarded an 
in te r im 
c o n tr a c t 
to 
Homemakers Upjohn, whose 
program is now being evaluated 
for the supervisors by the Tri- 
Counties Commission for the 
Aging 
The Visiting Home Service 
operation had never been 
monitored, chiefly because the 
Welfare Department lacked the 
manpower. Welfare Depart­ 
ment officials said 


As a result, employes felt 
they were underpaid, and many 
elderly recipients didn’t get the 
services the county and state 
were paying for. 
The Community Action Com­ 
mission had held the contract 
for two years before Visiting 
Home Services got the pact in 
December. 1975. 
The county board awarded a 
new pact to VHS last April on a 
3-2 vote with a majority of the 
cotmty board taking the stand 
the county should accept the 
lowest bid per hour. 
Board chairman Frank J. 
Frost and James Slater had 
voted ag ain st VHS again 
holding the contract, on the 
basis of lack of evidence that 
the firm would adequately 
serve the some 500 clients.

McNatt said he 
now feels he could return to his 
old job and carry a weapon.

The Civil Service Commis­ 
sion hearing for McNatt was 
delayed, pending outcome of 
the retirement board decision, 
Allen said. 
Should McNatt be turned 
down by the Civil Service Com­ 
mission, he could take the case 
to Superior Court on a writ of 
mandamus. 
Four members of the five- 
member commission heard 
testimony in the case Wednes­ 
day along with hearing officer 
Terry Bonham, Santa Barbara 
and Ventura attorney. The case 
was taken under submission,

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Black leaders 
talks split on 


GENEVA. Switzerland (UPI) — Black nationalist leaders split 
at the Rhodesia peace talks today on a British compromise 
timetable for setting up blade majority rule in that African country 
now governed by the white minority. 
Conference chairman Ivor Richard presented a formula to a 20- 
minute plenary session calling for a flexible transitional period of 
from 12 to IS months in the timetable for independence under 
majority rule. 
TTie militant "Patriotic Front” of Robert Mugabe and Joshua 
Nkomo said Britain refuses to commit itself to a binding date, 
which they demand before the conference can continue. They 
forced a conference adjournment to permit them to study the com­ 
promise. 
However, Bishop Abel Muzorewa and the Rev. Ndabaningi 
Sit hole said they would go along with the compromise formula as 
the only way of getting down to issues of substance such as the 
shape of an interim government. 
Mugabe and Nkomo complained that Britain had given other 
delegations advance texts which gave them an advantage. 
"The British mentioned our date and their date but what is quite 
obvious is that Britain has opened the sluice gates and thé whole 
thing (the independence process) can go on indefinitely,” Nkomo 
said afterward.

"Britain has not named a date,” both Nkmmo and Mugabe in­ 
sisted. 
Britain is wary of setting a binding, unmoveable independence 
date for fear of becoming directly involved in Rhodesia if the 
necessary legal process cannot be completed in time. 
" I’m much encouraged,” said Richard, apparently still opti­ 
mistic despite the two-week-old deadlock over the date issue. 
"We’ve said that provided the necessary processes are com­ 
pleted, if they can be done in 15 months which is our estimate, the 
date for independence will be the first of March, 1978. 
"If it can be done in 12 months the date for independence will be 
the first of December, 1977. 
"It is our view that the whole thing will take 15 months. But we 
may be wrong. If the nationalists are right then independence 
comes quite a lot earlier,” Richard said. 
Spokesmen for the "Patriotic Front” said that this in effect 
amounts to an "open-ended timetable.” 
"What happens if the process is not completed in 15 months?” 
one spokesman said. "We insist on a binding date.” 
The 12-month period demanded by the nationalists and the 15 
months proposed by Britain as the best estimate are based, as 
Richard said, “on the assumption that the conference will end by 
Nov. 30.”

ATLANTA (UPI) - Federal 
health officials, concerned the 
$135 million swine flu immuni­ 
zation campaign may not be a 
success, agree the program will 
stand or fall during the next two 
or three weeks. 


Serious doubts as to the 
program's success have been 
created by a lack of vaccine 
both for mass public inoculation 
clinics and private physicians 
and public concern about the 
safety of the immunizations. 


Normally, the nation’s "flu 
season” starts in December 
and officials at the national 
Center for Disease Control 


agree time is running short for 
the program. It requires about 
14 to 21 days for a flu vaccina­ 
timi to give a person protection. 
CDC spokesman Don Beireth 
labeled as "crucial” the tur­ 
nout at immunization clinics in 
the rem ain in g w eeks of 
N o v e m b e r 
an d 
e a r ly 
December. 
The CDC said 14 million 
A m ericans had been im ­ 
munized as of the week ending 
Nov. 6. Berretti said 20 million 
doses of vaccine probably had 
been administered by Sunday. 
Most state health depart­ 
ments were not scheduling 
mass immunization clinics until 


assured of adequate vaccine 
supplies. 
Berreth said 83 million doses 
of vaccine had been shipped to 
state health departments as of 
last week. When the program 
was announced last spring, 200 
million doses were promised 
New York and Pennsylvania 
coordinators said the lack of 
vaccine had slowed down the 
program in their states. 
“We still don’t know from 
week to week how much vac­ 
cine we are going to get in," 
New York coordinator Henry 
Woodard said. 
Officials in Virginia, North 
Carolina and Mississippi cited 


public doubts about the safety 
of the vaccine as a reason for 
the low turnouts. S im ilar 
reports have come from other 
states 


In Mississippi, as elsewhere, 
blacks were not showing up at 
the immunization clinics. 


The president of the Illinois 
State Medical Society said the 
swine flu program was almost a 
"total fiasco” because it was 
poorly administered by federal 
bureaucrats. Illinois is one of 
several populous states where 
the percentage of persons turn­ 
ing out for the shots has been 
extremely low 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
C ontinental’s idled "proud 
bird” fleet will be flying the 
skies as early as Wednesday if 
new work contracts are signed 
this week by airline pilots who 
walked off their jobs 24 days 
ago. 
Weekend discussions between 
representatives of the nation’s 
seventh largest air carrier and 
the Air Line Pilots Association, 
representing the 1,006 striking 
pilots, ended with a tentative 
agreement to resume opera­ 
tions. 
An airline spokesman said all 
that remains to get Continental 
in the air are signatures on the 
new contract hammered out 
last week and signatures on the 
back-to-work agreement. 
ALPA spokesm an Bruce 
Plowman said flights could 
resume Wednesday, "and if not 
then, certainly this week, un­ 
less something unforeseen oc­ 
curs.” He said the agreements 


would be signed "early this 
week” in Miami, where the 
ALPA negotiating team was at­ 
tending a convention. 
D etails of the contract 
proposals and the back-to-work 
agreement were not disclosed. 
The major controversy was 
over the union’s demand that 
the airline hire more pilots to 
spread the workload, which 
Continental said would bank­ 
rupt it. 
The agreem ent m ay be 
signed by pilots’ representa­ 
tives and does not need ap­ 
proval by vote of rank-and-file 
union members. 
Continental carries an aver­ 
age 21,000 passengers daily and 
more than a million pounds of 
freight between 33 cities from 
Honolulu to Florida. 
The strike, which began Oct. 
23, was the first in Continen­ 
ta l’s 42-year history. The 
walkout forced the airline to lay 
off 7,000 of its 10,000 other 
workers. 
Benefit-risk matter 
weighed by FDA 
OPEC price hike not 
certain, Zarb says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
departing administrator of the 
Food and Drug Administration 
says society may have to weigh 
benefits against the risks from 
some food substances that 
might cause cancer. 
"We build highways, we build 
bridges, we build buildings 
knowing full well what the 
statistical probability of people 
being killed is doing those 
things,” Alexander Schmidt 
said in a farewell interview. 
"So it is not reasonable to 
believe the use of chemicals in 
our society can be totally 
without risk.” 
Schmidt, who is returning to 
the University of Illinois 
Medical School Dec. 1 after 
more than three years at the 
FDA. noted that the National 
Cancer Institute now is testing 
250 compounds found in the food 
and environment. 
"As they and we begin testing 
the m utagenesis and car- 
cinogenisis of everything 
around, we’re going to be in for 
some rude shocks,” he said. 
"And the question that’s 
posed ... is whether there can 


be an estimation of the risk of 
cancer accurate enough so that 
a decision could be made as to 
the level of risk or the level of 
no risk the public is willing to 
accept. 
"Then I think the FDA will 
need and I hope will be able to 
get guidance as to whether for a 
certain benefit, a risk of say 
one in one or 10 million of one 
individual getting cancer in his 
lifetime is worth it. 
"And if the answer to that 
question is no, then very clearly 
the FDA is going to start bann­ 
ing things right and left and will 
continue to do so.” 
Schmidt expressed hope the 
FDA can have a "workable 
scheme" in one or two years to 
determine risk levels. 
Schmidt also said it might be 
better for the FDA to be headed 
by a "frankly political” chief 
who would take the criticism 
and heat while those under him 
concentrated on consum er 
protection work. 
He said his "greatest frustra­ 
tion in the job was the increas­ 
ing amounts of time I've had to 
spend defending the agency and 
defending myself.” 
Southern leaders 
hail church ruling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
world shouldn’t assume that the 
Organization of Oil Exporting 
Countries will raise oil prices at 
its meeting next month. Feder­ 
al Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb said Sunday. 
"It seems to me that if reason 
prevails and good judgment 
prevails and those responsible 
members of OPEC are able to 
prevail, there is a good chance 
there will not be an oil in­ 
crease.” Zarb said. "One can­ 
not be defended based on any 
reasonable standard in inter­ 
national commerce.” 
Zarb. speaking on CBS-TV’s 
"Face the Nation” program, 
said some OPEC members will 
"continue to hold out for no in­ 
creases.” 
Saudi Arabians "have been 
responsible members of the 
world community.” he added, 
and they are likely to keep urg­ 
ing OPEC colleagues to be 
moderate. 
Persons who talk about an 
impending increase of 10 to 20 
per cent, he said, are involved 
in a "self-fulfilling prophecy ” 
"W e shouldn't take for 
granted that we re going to 
have to accept a sizeable in­ 
crease. We don’t need to have 


one. and they aren’t entitled to 
one.” 
Zarb predicted the next ses­ 
sion of Congress will review the 
question of taxing energy con­ 
sumption. 
"I would expect the gasoline 
tax would be one of the issues 
raised," he said. "But more im­ 
portantly an across-the-board 
excise tax on energy consump­ 
tion will be explored very 
carefully.” 
He said any energy tax would 
be phased in over several years 
This would allow consumers to 
buy smaller cars with the ad­ 
vance knowledge that gas 
would cost more.

Red tape ties up 
prisoner's release 


SACRAMENTO. Calif. (UPI) 
— Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
is entangled in "red tape” in his 
attempt to gain the temporary 
release of truck driver Phillip 
Millard from a Mexican jail so 
he can see his dying mother in 
the United States. 
"We’re working on it but we 
have nothing concrete yet,” a 
spokeswoman for Brown said 
Sunday. "We’re just trying to 
cut through red tape.” 
Gray Davis, Brown’s chief of 
staff, said "The hurdle at this 
point is the absence of an 
ironclad (legal) guarantee” 
that Millard would be returned 
to Mexico. 
Brown aides consulted with 
Mexican authorities and the 
State Department during the 
weekend trying to hammer out 
an acceptable agreement for 
the proposed 24-hour release of 
Millard 
Millard, 32. has served nearly 
half of a 6V»-year sentence on 
charges of smuggling cocaine 
and wants to visit his mother, 
Isabel. 62. a retired Alameda, 
Calif., teacher who is dying of 
cancer. 
Family members say Mrs. 
Millard is getting weaker and 


can barely recognize close 
friends. 
Authorities said that since 
Millard had not committed a 
crime on American soil, Mexi­ 
can officials were concerned 
that he could not be legally held 
once he is in this country. 
Davis said the governor’s 
staff had even drawn up an 
agreement that Millard would 
sign before leaving Mexico 
"which is relevant to his return 
to prison after he’s visited his 
mother." 
Brown earlier had been ac­ 
cused in M exico City by 
Millard's sister, Carolyn John­ 
son. of letting the family down 
by failing to guarantee authori­ 
ties there of the trucker’s 
return. The governor said 
through an aide he would "do 
everything in his power to en­ 
sure Millard would return after 
the visit.” 
B ill M illa rd , P h illip ’s 
brother, said the family had 
received a letter from an asis- 
tant of Lt. Gov. Mervyn Dymal- 
ly advising "it is beyond the 
capability of this office to com­ 
ply with your wishes and the 
requirements of the Mexican 
government.”

today. Instead, he breakfasted 
on sweet rolls, cereal, oranges, 
milk and coffee and returned to 
his cell on Death Row, 
State Prison Warden Samuel 
Smith said Gilmore finished 
breakfast before the hour set 
for his execution, and was 
locked in his cell to await the 
morning exercise period in the 
maximum security yard. 
Had it not been for a guber­ 
natorial stay of execution, 
Gilmore, 35, would have been 
strapped to a wooden chair, 
draped with a black leather 
hood and shot to death by five 
riflemen shortly after sunrise 
today. 
Instead, Gilm ore — con­ 
demned to die before a firing 
squad for the murder of a 
Provo, Utah, motel clerk dur­ 
ing a July robbery — prepared 
for a visit from the girl he lived 
with last summer and hopes to 
marry before he dies. 
Last week the Utah Supreme 
Court agreed by a 4-to-l vote to 
grant Gilmore’s request that he 
be allowed to die "like a man” 
without further delay. But Gov. 
Calvin Rampton stayed the ex­ 
ecution until the state Board of 
Pardons reviews the case 
Wednesday. 
Gilmore will be visited today 
by Nicole B a rre tt, 20, a 
divorcee and mother of two. 
Dennis Boaz, G ilm ore’s 
attorney, said his client told 
him, " i’m considering marry­ 
ing Nicole. They have married 
other convicts in prison before. 
So I don’t think they’ll stand in 
my way.” 
The warden of the Utah State 
Prison said Gilmore has not 
filed a formal marriage re­ 
quest 
Gilmore fatally shot a motel 
clerk after Miss Barrett left 
him and at a time, his uncle 
Vem Damico says, when he 
was trying to patch up the 
relationship. 
Damico said that after the 
breakup his nephew "went to 
hell.” 
"He thought a lot of that girl 
and she must have thought

N C. (UPI) - A 
police chase seeking the return 
of a kidnaped Virginia state 
trooper ended in gunfire today 
with the trooper who fought in 
Vietnam killed and his alleged 
abductor wounded at a road­ 
block. 
Col. E.W. Jones, commander 
of the North Carolina Highway 
Patrol, said it was uncertain 
whether the trooper, identified 
as Garland W. Fisher, 33, died 
from bullet wounds at the 
roadblock or at the hands of his 
captor. 
Fisher. 33, of Petersburg, 
Va., a veteran of 12 years on the 
Virginia Highway patrol and a 
Vietnam War veteran, was 
married and the father of a 6- 
уеаг-old girl. 
Jones said the trooper’s 
alleged captor, Rubin Connelly, 
33. of Atlanta, was wounded in 
the chest, hand and knee and 
was hospitalized a t Duke 
University Hospital in stable 
condition. 
Virginia Highway Patrol Sgt. 
T G. Maggard said Fisher had 
said over his two-way car radio 
around 11.44 p.m. Sunday that 
he was being held by an armed 
man who had commanded him 
to drive to Atlanta. 
"He says if he sees another 
police car or if anyone tries to 
stop him. he’ll blow the hell out 
of them ,” Maggard quoted 
Fisher as saying. 
There was no official word on 
how the gunman abducted 
Fisher but one report said the 
trooper had stopped Connelly 
for driving down the wrong lane 
of Interstate 85. 
Authorities said Connelly’s 
car was found abandoned in the 
southbound lane of Interstate 
85. one-half mile north of 
McKinney, Va.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Patricia Hearst’s attorneys and 
family are drawing up security 
plans that they hope will help to 
convince a judge to order her 
release on bail while appealing 
her bank robbery conviction. 
Defense attorneys will sub­ 
mit the plans to U.S. District 
Judge William H. Orrick Jr. 
early this week. He said he 
would decide by the end of the 
week whether to order Miss 
Hearst’s release on bail. 
Orrick said at Friday’s bail 
hearing that he was concerned 
for the newspaper heiress’ 
safety if she were released on 
bail. 
F. Lee Bailey, the chief 
defense lawyer, said his client 
has cooperated with govern­ 
ment investigators and she has 
become a “ potential witness in 
some very serious cases. Peo­ 
ple have been rubbed out in the 
past and for a lot less.” 
Miss Hearst, 22, daughter of 
San Francisco Examiner Presi­ 
dent Randolph A. Hearst, was 
transferred last week from the 
Federal Youth Center in 
Pleasanton across San Francis­ 
co B ay to the F e d e r a l 


Metropolitan 
Correctional 
Facility in San Diego. 
Bureau of Prisons officials 
said the transfer was at Miss 
H earst’s request, but her 
lawyers said it was because 
death threat letters had been 
mailed to the center. 
Miss Hearst is serving a 
seven-year term for conviction 
on bank robbery charges. She 
will be eligible for parole in 
14*6 months. 
Hearst has filed affidavits 
saying he was ready to arrange 
for satisfactory security for his 
daughter The defense attor­ 
neys said she would need cons­ 
tant security provided by the 
Justice Department or her 
family — or both. 
When Orrick hands down his 
decision on the bail motion, he 
will also rule on a request for a 
new trial. 
Miss Hearst was abducted by 
the Symbionese Liberation 
Army in February 1974. She 
was convicted of being a 
member of an SLA holdup team 
which struck a bank in a quiet 
San Francisco neighborhood in 
April 1975.

HONOLULU (UPI) - The 
Coast Guard said all 19 missing 
crewmen from the Japanese 
freighter Carnelian-1 were pre­ 
sumed drowned and canceled 
its search today for survivors of 
the sunken lumber ship. 
A spokesman said the deci­ 
sion to call off the search was 
made after a six-hour aerial 
search of 1.000 square miles 
Sunday failed to turn up any 
sign of survivors. 
The tem perature of the 
Pacific waters in the area 
where the ship sank midway 
between the Aleutian Islands 
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and Hawaii is in the low 50s and 
the seas were rough. Any sur­ 
viving crewmen would have 
been exposed to the elements 
for five days. 
Carneiian sank Thursday 
when fierce 50-knot winds and 
30-foot seas knocked its cargo 
of giant logs from the decks 
and caused flooding in one hold 
and the engine room. 


Fourteen men were picked up 
by two passing freighters Fri­ 
day and one of the rescue 
freighters reported seeing what 
looked like a dead body. But the 
Coast Guard said the crewman 
was not counted as dead 
because he could have been 
only unconscious. 
Search planes also saw some 
survivors sitting on logs Fri- 
day, but the storm broke up the 
jam before they could be 
rescued.

Voter bus 
crash kills 
38 in Brazil 
MANAUS. Brazil (UPI) - A 
bus loaded with voters headed 
from the Amazon jungle capital 
of Manaus to a tiny river com­ 
munity where they were 
registered for today’s nation­ 
wide m unicipal elections, 
plunged into the Urubu River 
Sunday, killing 38 persons. 
Police said the bus failed to 
stop at a ferry crossing on the 
Urubu (Vulture), ran into the 
river, and was swept down­ 
stream in strong currents. 
News of the accident was 
delayed because of poor com­ 
munications in the jungle 
areas. 
Police suspected brake fail­ 
ure to be the cause of the acci­ 
dent 
The only survivors were the 
driver, the ticket taker and two 
passengers 
The bus was headed for 
Itacoatiara. some 170 miles 
east of Manaus and had gotten 
about two-thirds of the way 
when the accident occurred.

PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) — The FBI thinks 
America’s Thanksgiving eve skyjacker is dead. 
But if alive, “ D.B. Cooper,’’ who bailed out of 
a Boeing 727 five years ago with $200,000 in $20 
bills, can still be prosecuted, FBI Agent Ralph 
Himmelsbach said in an interview. 
Despite reports Cooper would be free from 
criminal prosecution this Thanksgiving, Him­ 
melsbach said there is no statute of limitations 
for him or his possible accomplices. 
There is no statute of limitations in capital 
crimes, and air piracy or aerial hijack was a 
crime punishable by death in November 1971 and 
still is, Himmelsbach, who has been working on 
the case for five years, reported. 
And, Himmelsbach said, if Cooper had any as­ 
sociates and he was killed, their crime would be 
a capital one. 
Himmelsbach said he believes Cooper was an 
amateur because he left the two best parachutes 
in the plane he commandeered and used the 
shrouds of the third best to tie the 10,000 bills to 
his belt. 
“ He wore a pilot’s seat pack parachute with a 
28-foot canopy,” the agent said. “ He also took 
with him a chest pack parachute used for train­ 
ing. It was unusable. The panels were sewn 
together." 
Although Cooper left no fingerprints in the 
plane, he did leave a couple of personal items 
which the FBI is not disclosing because they 
could help identify the hijacker. 
Himmelsbach said Cooper could not have 


known where he was when he jumped, a 
further more, he was not dressed properly. 
“ It was a stormy night, with freezing rain a 
his altitude and winds gusting from 25 to 45 kn< * 
at Portland International Airport, may* 
stronger along the Lewis River in southwes 
Washington where he bailed out. He was dress 
in a business suit and Oxford type street shoes. 
He had no hat or goggles.” 
Parachute experts have told the FBI that 
Cooper would have lost his shoes immediately 
upon opening the door of the plane, which was 
traveling at nearly 200 miles per hour. The ex­ 
perts have said Cooper would also haw been 
blinded by the wind. 
“With that 28-foot canopy he would have 
descended 26 miles an hour vertically. Add a 30 
to 55 m.p.h. wind and he would have hit at a 
speed of 50 to 70 miles an hour. The experts say 
it is inconceivable that he could have escaped 
serious injury or instant death — even assuming 
his parachute opened.” 
Shortly after the hijacking, the FBI conducted 
a dummy run of the incident, dropping a 
deadweight from the plane. It’s trajectory was 
plotted and computers figured in wind speeds 
and other factors. The authorities wound up with 
a likely landing area for Cooper that was 6.5 
miles long and four miles wide. 
The area was the subject of an intensive 
search that uncovered the body of a murdered 
girl and some parachute canopies attached to 
weather balloons. But there was no sign of 
Cooper or his white chute.

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China press rips 
purged leaders 


* HONG KONG (UPI) — Mao Tse-tung’s widow and three fellow 
radicals “ spent money like dirt” and “ led a decadent life,” the 
Communist party newspaper said today in one of the sharpest at­ 
tacks yet on the purged leaders. 
The authoritative People’s Daily also said in a lengthy front-page 
article that Chiang Ching and her colleagues incited violence, dis­ 
rupted production and “ brought insolent accusations against 
people." 
Itte article, transmitted in part by the official New China News 
Agency, was one of the newspaper’s sharpest personal attacks on 
Chiang Ching and her three associates — Chang Chun-chao, Wang 
Hung-wen and Yao Wen-yuan. 
The four were purged in early October after an abortive attempt 
to seize power, official reports said. Since then, China’s official 
media have sought to portray them as “ capitalist roaders” 
pretending to be radicals. 
“ They appropriated at will the fruits of labor of the people, spent 
money like dirt with an unsparing hand and led a decadent life, in­ 
dulging in eating, drinking, pleasure-seeking, hunting, riding and 
watching old operas and vulgar films, TTtey are out-and-out 
bourgeois elements sucking the blood of the workers,” the 
People's Daily said. 
“ They chanted loudly about 'restricting bourgeois rights’ while 
they scrambled even more frenziedly than the capitalists for more 
bourgeois rights.” 
Turning to their activities on the economic front, the article said 
they “ upset the management of enterprises” and undermined the 
government's financial and economic policies. 
“ With their reactionary slogan, they created fighting which hit 
the national economy and brought serious losses in some areas," 
the party newspaper said. 
When a severe earthquake struck the Tangshan area near Peking 
last July 28. the “ Gang of Four" obstructed relief work and at­ 
tempted to use the disaster to aide their "counterrevolutionary 
pipe dream " for seizing power, the newspaper said. 
At the time of the earthquake, there were reports of then- 
unidentified elements trying to stir up unrest by seizing upon pop­ 
ular superstitions that such disasters were a “ mandate of 
heaven."

Carter plays peacemaker in church upheaval 


IS HE or isn’t he planning to lay 
down some of the burdens of his 
office?

PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - Jim ­ 
my Carter blamed himself for 
the shower of publicity that fell 
on his home town church but no 
one in the congregation rose to 
agree with him. 
For two hours and 45 minutes 
on a cold and rainy Sunday 
afternoon, the sm all Plains 
Baptist Church went through an 
em otional upheaval, punc­ 
tuated by a few tears and a lot 
of humility, but without rancor 
and shouting. 
Only members were allowed 
inside the white frame building. 
Interviews with them produced 
a picture of a congregation 
which torgot the bitterness of 
its differen ces and pulled 
together to keep from being 
split apart by an integration at­ 
tempt by an outsider, the Rev. 
C l e n n o n 
K i n g , 
a 
non- 
denominational minister from 
Albany, Ga 


Carter himself spoke several 
times, playing a “ calming and 
soothing" role in the meeting 
which decided to integrate the 
church, not to fire pastor Bruce 
Edwards, and to set up a com- 
m i t t e e to j u d g e f u t u r e 
membership applications. 
“ Jim m y played more the 
peacemaker," said one mem­ 
ber. 
Another member, a deacon, 
said Carter told the church that 


“ I’m the cause of it all” and 
urged his friends of many years 
to end the controversy by voting 
to open its doors to all who 
wanted to worship. 


Carter urged that pastor 
Edwards be retained and said 
that although he felt King was 
“ crazy" the church should not 
allow this to prevent it from 
allowing all races to worship. 


Carter said he felt that both 
the deacons and Edwards had 
done well under trying circum­ 
stances but both had made mis­ 
takes. 


Carter never mentioned that 


the dispute might hurt his 
presidency. 
“ He just got up and spoke his 
feelings as a church member,” 
said one member. “ He was 
more concerned about the ef­ 
fect on the church.” 
Carter’s cousin, Hugh Carter, 
a deacon, apologized to the con­ 
gregation for his vote in the 
board of deacon s to fire 
Edwards. 


Edwards apologized for his 
role ih publicizing the crisis 
when he told newsmen that a 18- 
year-old church resolution used 
the word “ niggers” instead of 
“ Negroes" in barring blacks 


and civil rights workers. 
Those apologies, one member 
said , “ ap p eased a lot of 
feelings." 


One member reported crying 
at the c o n c lu sio n of an 
em otional appeal by Hugh 
Carter’s wife, Ruth, who said 
Baptists were “ baptized belie­ 
vers" and should start acting as 
such. 


She said the young adults in 
her Sunday school class were 
becom ing disillusioned and 
threatening to quit. 


At the end of her speech, she 
asked for everyone who was 


perfect to rise and be counted 
and then she sat down. No one 
rose. “ A lot of people were 
touched," a member said. 


The church was described as 
“a tense, quiet group” at the 
beginning. After the talking 
was done, votes were taken by 
secret ballot on slips of paper 
gathered in a collection plate 
and counted at the front by the 
deacons. 


When the congregation 
learned it had voted to retain 
Edwards, applause broke out 
and there was a shout of 
“praise the Lord.” 
Mamie Eisenhower feted on 80th birthday 


GETTYSBURG, Pa. (UPI) — The congregation of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Gettysburg turned briefly from singing 
hymns to offer a rendition of “ Happy Birthday" for one of its 
members — Mamie Eisenhower. 
The former First Lady turned 80 Sunday and celebrated by at­ 
tending church services. She was accompanied by her son, John, 
and his wife, and her grandson, David, and his wife, the former 
Julie Nixon. 
Mrs. Eisenhower, looking sprightly and cheerful, was greeted by 
the pastor, the Rev. Robert A. MacAskill, on her arrival at the 
church. She wore a camel color dress and matching hat, and a dark 
fur coat to ward off the 30-degree temperatures on a sunny, cold 
day. 
Before beginning his sermon, MacAskill invited the congrega­ 
tion to sing “ Happy Birthday” to the former First Lady. 
His sermon was directed at Mrs. Eisenhower and her late hus­ 
band, former President Dwight Eisenhower, whom MacAskill 


praised for their support of the church. Eisenhower died almost 
seven years ago. 
After the service, Mrs. Eisenhower thanked the minister for his 
attention and chatted briefly with the congregation 
She then returned to her farmhouse, which lies on the edge of the 
Gettysburg Battlefield, to spend the day quietly with her family. 
“ It’s just another day,” Mrs. Eisenhower said in a rare inter­ 
view about reaching her 80th birthday. “ It’s another decade gone 
by. Another step on my way to Abilene.” 
The former First Lady frequently travels to Abilene, Kan., her 
husband's boyhood home. The former President was buried at the 
“ Place of Meditation" chapel in 1969. 
. 
The Eisenhowers donated their farmhouse to the state in 196*. 
But Mrs Eisenhower has been given permission to remain as long 
as she wishes. 
When she leaves, the farmhouse will become a national historic 
site. 


LOS A NGELES (U PI) - 
Government meetings should 
be opened to allow tap e 
recorders, cam eras and other 
electronic media equipment, 
the Society of Professional 
Journalists. Sigma Delta Chi 
urged in a resolution during its 
closing session. 
The resolution, passed Satur­ 
day at the 67th convention at 
the Los Angeles Marriott Hotel, 
said that despite “ substantial 
progress in opening meetings to 
the public and the press they 
a r e not a lw a y s open to 
recording, photographic and 
television equipment.” 
This ban hampers adequate 
news coverage for the electron­ 
ic media, the resolution said. 
The society also praised in­ 
vestigative reporter Dan Bolles 
who was killed last June in 
Phoenix and resolved to help 
find the persons responsible for 
his death. 
Also passed were resolutions 
that: 
— Asked society members to 
“ encourage their local news 
organizations to consider fairly 
women and members of minori­ 


ty groups" for executive posi­ 
tions without departing from 
the principle of promotions on 
merit. 
- Protested demands of the 
United Farm w orkers Union 
that it receive free advertising 
in California campus newspa­ 
pers next to ads bought by Gallo 
Vineyards. 
- Asked Congress to review 
the U.S. Postal Service budget 
to prevent rising postal rates 
that would inhibit the mailing of 
magazines and newspapers. 
- Called upon the govern­ 
ment of South Africa to release 
arrested journalists. 
- U rged the Society of 
American Travel Writers to ask 
ed ito rs and p u b lish ers to 
provide adequate funds for 
coverage of travel news so 
writers won’t have to accept 
free travel and other gratuiti- 
ties. which could be a conflict of 
interest. 
- Urged that the Buckley 
Amendm ent to the federal 
privacy act be changed to allow 
the public review of college 
cam pu s a r r e st and crim e 
records. 
Defense opens case in

(UPI) - 
The four religious cult mem­ 
bers charged with the fatal 
beating of a 3-year-old boy in 
exorcism rites have heard the 
prosecution's case again st 
them, and now they have an op­ 
portunity to give their position. 
Prosecuting attorneys fin­ 
ished their case Saturday, and 
the defense opens today. Only 
one of the defendants has an at­ 
torney. 
After David W eilbacher’s 
body lay rotting for two months 
in a room of the house where 
the group lived, one cult 
member finally went to police. 
Like the others. Verla Cunning­ 
ham is now charged with first- 
d egree m an slau gh ter and 
second-degree assault, but un­ 
like the others she has retained 
an attorney. 
Mrs Cunningham s husband. 
Leon. 51. called “ the minister" 
by the others, is leader of the 


group. Members acknowledge 
beating or spanking David with 
18-inch sticks to exorcise the 
devil from him. 
Over the objection of the 
defendants, the jury has heard 
tape-recordings made by police 
shortly after the defendants 
were arrested. 
The defendants acknowledge 
continuing to hit David even 
after they believed that the 
Devil was exorcised from him, 
some time last spring. They 
cite the Bi bl e for their 
authority. 
Prosecution witnesses con­ 
tend David died from beatings, 
but Mrs Cunningham’s attor­ 
ney. Wiley Hurst, contends that 
the boy s mother, Debra Marie 
W eilbacher, 20, threw him 
across the room. 
Also charged in the case are 
Lorraine Edwards, 20. and the 
Cunningham’s daughter.

The Fonda del Alamo Pintado 
was established in 1899 by the 
then rancho owner, Alden M 
Boyd, pioneer olive grower of 
the valley. Boyd moved a trio of 
cotUges from Los Olivos, plus 
the Austin cotUge from the 
Refugio Road section, to 
provide additional accommoda­ 
tions for guests 
Mrs. Lorraine McMurray 
leased the operation from Boyd 
for a short time and it was later 
uken over by Francis M Shaw 
Under Shaw’s management, the 
Alamo PinUdo Inn became one 
of the most famous resorts in 
all of the sta te . The Inn 
flourished for several years and 
at the expiration of the lease, 
Shaw did not renew the agree­ 
ment. Later, for a short period, 
the Inn was operated by Mat­ 
tel’s Tavern as a place to care 
for overflow guests. 
Accommodations offered by 
the Inn and a general descrip­ 
tion of the Santa Ynez Valley 
circa 1900 are noted in a small 
but handsome brochure (more

Wilkes will head SMID for year 


Court keeps UC 
favored-admission 
policy alive 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court today kept 
alive, pending further review, 
the University of California’s 
policy of favoring racial and 
ethnic minorities in admissions 
to the medical school at Davis. 
At the university’s request, 
the court stayed the effect of a 
California Supreme Court deci­ 
sion invalidating the program. 
The court said the stay was 
granted for 30 days. If the state 
files a formal appeal for full 
review at the high court within 
that time the stay will be ex­ 
pended until the appeal is dis- 
* posed of. 
The lawsuit, charging reverse 
discrimination, was filed by 
Allan Bakke, 36, a twice- 
rejected white applicant. His 
grades and test scores showed 
him highly qualified. 
The state court ordered him 
admitted in a ruling that ap­ 
plies to all admissions after 
Oct. 28 and other applicants 
who sued before Oct. 16. 
The university’s application 
to Justice William H. Rehnquist 
was turned over to the court 
itself. The application suggest­ 
ed the court is likely, eventual­ 
ly, to accept review because the 
issue of reverse discrimination 
was left open by the justices in 
a 1973 case from Washington 
state. 
Bakke opposed any stay by 
the high court on the ground 
that the rights at stake are his, 
not the university’s. He said a 
stay would discourage such ad­ 
vance preparations as notice to 
his present employer, moving 
his family to Davis and getting 


financial support for his 
medical education. 
The university said the state 
court decision threatens “to br­ 
ing about the admission of vir­ 
tually all-white entering classes 
to the graduate and profes­ 
sional schools” on the nine 
campuses of the state’s higher 
education system. There are 
five medical schools and three 
law schools. 
The application said the ad­ 
missions programs giving 
special consideration to “other­ 
wise qualified” blacks, Chica- 
nos, native Americans and 
Asians were developed “in 
order to bring historically 
under-represented 
minorities 
and ethnic groups into the 
mainstream of the country’s 
educational and professional 
life.” 
Bakke said the record in­ 
volves the medical school at 
Davis and no other schools. Six­ 
teen percent of the first-year 
places are reserved for minori­ 
ties. 
The state court found this 
special attention violates the 
majority’s 14th Amendment 
right to “equal protection of the 
laws." 
The decision was the first by 
a state supreme court against a 
“race conscious” admissions 
program. In the Washington 
case the student lost, as did 
another white student in a 
similar New York case. 
The university called the is­ 
sue “perhaps the most fun­ 
damental equal protection 
question of the decade.” 


Russian plane sent 
back in 25 crates

China sends out new warning over 
growing Russian military buildup 


TOKYO (UPI) - The MiG25 
fighter plane flown to Japan by 
a defecting Soviet pilot in one of 
the biggest intelligence coups of 
the 1970s left for home today, 
stripped of its secrets and 
packed into 25 crates aboard a 
humble freighter. 
The Soviet lumber carrier 
Taigonos left the port of 
Hitachi, 70 miles north of 
Tokyo, with the boxes contain­ 
ing the MiG stored in its hold 
and lashed to its decks. The 
4,673-ton vessel is due in 
Vladivostok Wednesday. 
The departure of the MiG, 
formerly one of the most secret 
weapons in the Soviet air 
arsenal, came 71 days after 
Soviet air force Lt. Viktor I. 
Belenko landed it in northern 
Japan. 
Over the protests of the 
Soviets, Japan allowed Belenko 
to go on to asylum in the United 
States, where he is undergoing 
debriefing by the CIA. 
In the face of even angrier 
Soviet protests, the Japanese 
government decided to treat 
the MiG as an intelligence 
prize. It was examined in detail 
by Japanese and American 
aviation experts. 
The MiG incident reduced 
Japan’s relations with the 
Soviet Union to the chilliest 
point since they were normal­ 
ized in 1956. The Soviet govern­ 


ment already has indefinitely 
postponed an im portant 
economic conference the two 
countries were scheduled to 
hold in Tokyo later this month. 
The MiG was trucked 42 
miles from the Japanese air 
base at Hyakuri to Hitachi port 
Friday under guard of 2,500 
policemen. 
From Friday through Sunday, 
Soviet engineers went through 
the crates and inspected the 
supersonic fighter part by part 
to make sure they were getting 
back the whole plane. 
Belenko, 29, landed the plane 
Sept. 6 at the civilian airport at 
Hakodate City. 
The MiG25, also known as the 
"Foxbat” was one of the most 
secret weapons of the Soviet air 
force before its surprise 
landing in Japan. Spokesmen 
for the Japanese Self-Defense 
Agency say it now has been 
revealed as a largely defensive 
weapon, designed to shoot down 
American bombers and the high 
altitude SR71 reconnaissance 
plane. 


HONG KONG (UPI) - China 
says Soviet military power is 
“ b earh u g g in g ” W estern 
Europe with the aim of 
launching a surprise attack. 


In one of the strongest of a 
long series of warnings about 
Soviet intentions, the official 
New China News Agency said 
Sunday the Kremlin’s military 
buildup “makes a mockery of 
the West’s inclinations for ap­ 
peasement.” 
(The Chinese statement came 
as a week-long meeting of 


NATO representatives began 
today in Williamsburg, Va. to 
discuss ways of checking ex­ 
panding Soviet military power.) 
NCNA said the Soviet mili­ 
tary buildup also “shows that 
the Munich-like policy pursued 
by certain circles in the West in 
the hope of directing the peril of 
Soviet 
social-im perialism 
eastward is mere self-delu­ 
sion.” 
The reference to “eastward” 
apparently refers to China, 
where Peking claim s the 
Soviets have a million-man 


force along the disputed 4,500- 
m ile Sino-Soviet border. 
Despite this large force, China 
still insists the main Soviet 
target is We6tem Europe. 


“Soviet social-imperialism is 
bearhugging Western Europe 
after years of military buildup 
and war preparations,” the 
agency said. “The Kremlin’s 
strategy against Western 
Europe is clearly oriented to an 
offensive and a surprise attack 
so as to seize the initiative in 
war.” 


While paying “lip service” to 
peace, the Soviets “have put 
their military buildup in high 
gear” and European people are 
beginning to feel that “the 
danger of war is mounting 
rapidly,” NCNA said. 
“Soviet forces and their war 
preparedness in the forward 
areas facing Western Europe 
has reached a point where the 
new czars can start a conven­ 
tional blitzkreig against West­ 
ern Europe before the West can 
start its ‘nuclear retribution’,” 
NCNA said. 
U.S. urged to step 
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CAIRO (UPI) — President 
Anwar Sadat’s approach to the 
Middle East conflict has 
prompted a group of U.S. 
senators to advocate greater 
American involvement in a new 
peace effort to end the 28-year- 
old Arab-Israeli crisis. 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D-

Conn., who led a group of 13 
senators on a weekend visit to 
Cairo for talks with Egyptian 
officials, told reporters Sunday 
that Sadat’s approach to Middle 
East peace negotiations was a 
constructive new element that 
should be cultivated. 
“President Anwar Sadat says 
he has no preconditions and that 
the Arabs are ready to go to the 
Geneva Middle East peace con­ 
ference,” Ribicoff said. “Peace 
negotiations are not easy, but 
all problems facing the Middle 
East are open to negotiations." 
Political sources said Sadat's 
declared friendship with the 
United States has encouraged 
the visiting senators to advo­ 
cate a greater American in­ 
volvement in reactivating the 
“Middle East peace machine.” 


In weekend talks with the 
senators — who already have 
visited Israel and Jordan — 
Sadat said he was “ready to 
take any risks for peace. ..But 
are the Israelis ready?” 
Sadat asked the senators to 
tell President-elect Jimmy 
Carter that Egypt wants a 
“global solution to the Arab- 
Israeli conflict in 1977. It’s time 
and we are ready for this and I 
hope Israel is ready too.” 


Stressing that the Geneva 
peace conference remains the 
only adequate forum for Middle 
East peace, Sadat said he was 
“not asking Carter to take our 
side...AH I ask Carter is that 
before he takes his decision, he 
should seek our viewpoint just 
as he seeks Israel’s.” 
Addressing a news con­ 
ference Sunday, Sen Howard 
Baker. R-Tenn., said after his 
visits to Israel and Egypt he 
was convinced that the at­ 
mosphere was ripe for fresh 
Middle East peace efforts 


“Both sides want peace.’ 
Baker said. "It is a good time to 
make the move... Prospects for 
;a broad comprehensive settle­ 
ment are better than what they 
were 18 months ago.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Americans for Democratic Ac­ 
tion is opposing the possible use 
of individual tax cuts and cor­ 
porate tax incentives in any ef­ 
fort by President-elect Jimmy 
Carter to increase employ­ 
ment. 
Sen. George S McGovern, D- 
S.D., president of the liberal 
political action organization, 
said in a letter to Carter Sunday 
that the new administraion 
should rely instead on using the 
federal budget “to its fullest 
potential” to bring about the 
jobs. 
McGovern said that should in­ 
clude, when necessary, direct 
federal job creation. 
“Some of your key economic 
advisors are suggesting that the 
best way to end the decline is 
through tax cuts to individuals 
and additional tax incentives to 
corporations,” McGovern said. 
“We strongly disagree.” 
Such tax action. McGovern 
said, would further drain poten­ 
tial federal revenues and would 
not channel necessary money 
into key areas of the economy 
and necessary social programs. 
“But more imporant, corpo­ 
rate tax breaks and individual 


tax cuts have proved to be 
among the most inefficient and 
expensive methods of job 
creation.” McGovern said. 
“Further, increasing the tax 
loopholes available to corpora­ 
tions is in direct conflict with 
your stated beliefs that we 
must decrease, rather than in­ 
crease. tax breaks for busi­ 
ness.” 
McGovern said the most ef­ 
ficient way to get people jobs 
would be through immediate 
public works and public service 
employment.

BELG RA D E, Yugoslavia (U P I) — Differences over the Com­ 
munist way of life in Yugoslavia and the Soviet Union are expected 
to be a Itey issue during three days of talks between Soviet leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev and President Tito. 
The general secretary of the Soviet Communist party has seen 
all the leaders of the Soviet bloc countries in the past month. His 
trip today to this dingy but bustling capital on the Danube River 
marks his first official visit here in five years. 
The Yugoslavs clearly state that differences exist between Tito, 
84, and Brezhnev, 89, despite generally good relations between 
Belgrade and Moscow that include a doubling of Yugoslav exports 
to the Soviet Union expected to amount to $14 billion in the 1975-’90 
period. 
Brezhnev arrived today aboard a special aircraft from Moscow 
at 10:30 a.m. (4:30 a.m. EST ). Stane Dolanc, the secretary of the 
Yugoslav Communist party, led Yugoslav officials who welcomed 
Brezhnev at Belgrade’s Surcin airport. 
Yugoslavia views the talks, to begin later today, as significant 
but warns there may be hitches. 
“ It can be stated with certainly that the talks between Tito and 
Brezhnev and their associates w ill be conducted in the spirit of 
open and thorough exchanges of opinions on bilateral and inter­ 
national questions regardless of whether the stands of the two 
sides are identical or different,” the official news agency Tanjug 
said Sunday. 
“ Open exchanges” in diplomatic language means views w ill be 
aired about which disagreement can be expected. 
For its part, the Soviet Union said in the government newspaper 
Izvestia Thursday that differences exist between the Krem lin and 
Yugoslavia. Such pronouncements by Moscow are rare. 
Tito, who broke away from the Soviet fold in 1948, insists that 
Communism in different countries be allowed to develop under the 
country's own policies and not follow the Krem lin’s guidelines as 
part of what Moscow calls “ proletarian internationalism.’’ 
Yugoslavia has been emphasizing the 1955 Belgrade Declaration 
in which then Soviet leader Nikita Khrushchev pledged Moscow’s 
respect for Yugoslav independence and sovereignty. 
In Yugoslavia, the declaration and a sim ilar one signed in 
Moscow in 1956 is not taken lightly since the armies of three War­ 
saw Pact nations hug its borders on the north and east.

If you want to do something, 
then train yourself and you’ve 
got to be willing to work,’” she 
said. 
“ I think that it is a sad com­ 
mentary in any society that 
such a thing as an Equal Rigits 
Amendment should be neces­ 
sary, either for women or 
minorities of any kind," she 
said in an interview at the 
sem inar, sponsored by the 
National Governor’s conferen­ 
ce. 
At 62, the former Atomic 
Energy Commission chairman 
has pushed through several 
barriers. She recently became 
only the second woman in the 
country to become a governor 
with having a husband precede 
her. 
She described the campaign 
that put her in office as “ essen­ 
tia lly unfunded, underor­ 
ganized and unorthodox.” 
The zoology graduate spent 
almost 31-years as a marine 
science professor at the Univer­ 
sity of Washington before 
breaking onto the national 
scene. In 1973 she became 
chairman of the AEC, a first for 
a woman. In January of 1975 she 
joined the State Department 
but quit after five months 
because of the lack of "oppor­ 
tunity to perform.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Like Jimmy Carter, Pepperdine 
basketball coach Gary Colson grew up in a small Georgia town. He 
never met the nation’s new president but he knows all about 
peanuts. 
“My accent is back in,” Colson grinned. “I was raised in Dasher 
and that’s about 60 miles north of Plains. Hey, Plains is a big city 
compared to Dasher. Dasher is so small that it s only there three 
days a week. There’s no way you can find it on the map. 
“Did you ever have boiled peanuts? You put all these peanuts in 
a big pot and load it up with salt. Then you cook them all night. 
They really taste good.” 
After coaching basketball for 10 years at Valdosta (Ga.) State, 
Colson came West to Pepperdine in 1968. 
The Waves upset University of San Francisco in the West Coast 
Athletic Conference race and finished with a 22-6 record last 
season. They handed Jerry Tarkanian’s high-powered Nevada-Las 
Vegas team one of its two defeats. 
Although Pepperdine lost Dennis Johnson to the Seattle Super- 
sonics and Brazilian star Marcos Leite to Italian professional 
basketball before their eligibility was up. Colson is optimistic. 
Maybe it’s the view from the scenic Malibu campus, picturesquely 
located where the Santa Monica Mountains reach the Pacific 
Ocean 
The Omni in Atlanta is the site of the 1977 NCAA basketball 
championships. Colson, of course, still has many close friends in 
Georgia. 
The Waves have two starters hack — 6-6 forward Ollie Matson 
and 6-3 guard Flintie Ray Williams - from the club that won the 
school’s first conference basketball title in 14 years. 
Matson averaged 14.7 points and nine rebounds while Williams 
averaged 12.2 points and was Pepperdine’s floor leader last season. 
“They (the Pepperdine players) know they can play with USF 
and UCLA now,” Colson said. “Some people might disagree but 
there’s not that much difference between Ollie Matson and 
Marques Johnson (UCLA’s premier forward) Marques does things 
Ollie can’t do but Ollie does things Marques can’t do, either. 
“We have a lot of talent and we’re motivated again. From what I 
read, people aren’t giving us credit for what we did last year. Well, 
I’ll make sure my players read what they’re saying. 


“I think our chances are good this season. Our kids love 
challenges. There’s not a day goes by that they don’t talk about the 
Omni. Maybe they know something.” 
USF was supposed to win the WCAC handily last season. It 
didn’t. With the same talent back. USF is the conference favorite 
again. 
Replacing the 6-10 Leite will be 7-foot sophomore Ray Ellis, the 
1975 Southern California ClF-AAA Player of the Year at San 
Gabriel High School Danny Ramsey, a 6-7 freshman forward from 
Los Angeles’ Dorsey Hi#i School, and Art Allen, a 6-3 senior guard 
who redshirted last season because of a knee injury, are Colson s 
other starters Allen had a 16 7-point average two seasons ago 
“Ray lifted weights all summer and added 20 pounds of muscle,” 
Colson said. “But we’re not going to call on him to score a lot. 
We’ve limited his role We re going to utilize our speed and ask 
Ray to play good defense. 
“I know it sounds like a cliche but it’s true. We have good 
character and that means an awful lot.” 
Pepperdine has been playing its basketball at Malibu for three 
seasons According to Colson, it’s paying off big Before the move 
of the campus from South-Central Los Angeles, the Waves had to 
recruit athletes out of state to come to California 
“Now we’re appealing to California kids to come to Malibu and 
it’s working," Colson added. “We re getting the players the big 
schools want. We got Flintie and everybody wanted him. SC 
wanted Ellis. 
“We know who we want in 1978 and 1979 and 1980 and we ve 
already got commitments. We have the location now ” 
In August. Jerry West was named the new Lakers’ head coach 
and West offered Colson the assistant coach’s job. 


“It was more money than I make at Pepperdine and I thought 
about it,” Colson admitted. “But we’ve worked hard eight years to 
get the program where it is now. It just didn’t make any sense for 
me to leave it now.”

Hunter while reviewing the 
Falcons’ 21-16 win in the rain 
over the 49ers. “ I got hit pretty 
good both times. I’d never say 
it, but some other folks tell me 
one of those, maybe both, were 
late hits.” 
Hunter had to leave the game 
momentarily for sideline treat­ 
ment after his first touchdown 
pass to Jenkins. “ I was knocked 
in the ribs and couldn’t breathe 
for a few seconds.” 
"It’s amazing to me.” said 
Falcons Coach Pat Peppier, 
"how we w ere called for 
roughing (San Francisco quar­ 
terback Jim) Plunkett a couple 
of times, but it was our quarter­ 
back who has the damaged 
ribs.” 
Atlanta, which has won only 
two other games this season 
and lost. 15-0, at San Francisco 
three weeks earlier, completed 
only three passes for 26 yards 
the first three periods Sunday 
But Hunter rallied the Falcons 
with four straight early in the 
final period. 
The second play of the final 
period was a 34-yard Hunter-to- 


Jenkins pass that put Atlanta 
ahead. 14-10. Then. 5:25 later, 
right after he threw a 16-yarder 
to John Gilliam. Hunter hit 
Jenkins on a 21-yarder and the 
Falcons led by 11. 


“On that first one. they were 
covering me one-on-one and I 
beat the defender,” said Jen­ 
kins. “ But, they had double 
coverage on the other one and, 
if I do say so myself, I made a 
pretty good catch.” 


Hunter's second touchdown 
pass was thrown too high, but 
Jenkins went high in the air 
between two defensive players 
and fell with the ball into the 
end zone

DEAR POLLY — My son spilled milk on our living 
room carpet and it left a sour smell. I have tried vinegar 
and baking soda to no avail.

DEAR DIANNA - Try table »alt. It removes the 
strong odor of cat urine, so it should work on the sour 
smell. Dampen carpet where milk was spilled, cover 
area with lots of salt put on very thickly and then let 
spot dry. The drying time will depend on how damp it is 
and the atmospheric conditions. When dry, remove salt 
with the vacuum. After hug is emptied, remove suit 
from any ureas of the cleaner it may have touched. —

Justice Dept, blind to 
crimes 
CIA 


WASHINGTON — For over 20 years, 
the Justice Dept, has been winking at 
crimes committed by employes of the 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency. 
Even 
serious crimes and felonies unrelated to 
official duties have been ignored. 
This is the conclusion of a still secret 
report compiled by the House Govern­ 
ment Information and 
Individual Rights sub­ 
committee. The con­ 
g r e s s io n a l 
in ­ 
vestigators were so 
shocked by the Justice 
Dept’s. leniency that 
they recommended a 
“Special Prosecutor 
be 
a p p o in te d 
to 
prosecute illegal ac­ 
tivities of intelligence 
agency personnel.” 
An 
in d ep en d en t 
prosecutor is needed, 
the report bluntly 
states, because the 
J u stice D ept, has 
failed to move even in 
instances where there 
were “ widespread adm issions 
of 
criminal activity and “the illegalities by 
the intelligence personnel (were) un­ 
related to their job activities.” 
“The Justice Department has assisted 
in setting the CIA above the law, 
the 
report continues, "by allowing the CIA to 
decide which cases would be too sen­ 
sitive to prosecute, and by allowing the 
CIA to withhold whatever information it 
sees fit...” 
. 
The Justice Dept.’s softness on the CIA 
dates from a 1954 agreement between 
the two agencies which, in effect, gave 
the CIA the right to block a prosecution 
or keep a crime secret in the name of 
“national security.” 
A year later, Congress passed a law 
requiring agency heads to report the il­ 
legal activities of their employes to the 
Justice Dept The CIA, however, has 
rarely complied. 
“Given the CIA’s self interest,’ states 
the congressional report, “it is not sur­ 
prising that the CIA chose to permit the 
prosecution of but very few cases and 
found much of its (illegalities) too sen­ 
sitive to reveal.” 
Between 1954 and 1974, according to 
CIA files obtained by the subcommittee, 
there were at least 31 cases involving 
possible federal crimes committed by 
CIA personnel. None of these incidents 
involved acts authorized by the CIA and 
none were related to official duties. 
Crimes that may have been committed 
while executing officially sanctioned ac­ 
tivities such as wiretaps and break-ins 
were excluded from the statistics. 
The crimes included narcotic smuggl­ 
ing, embezzlement, theft of government 
funds, impersonation of a military of­ 
ficer, espionage and black-marketing 
Of the 31 possible crimes, only 14 were 
referred to Justice by the CIA and only 
two agency employes were actually 
brought to trial. Some of the cases called 
to the attention of the Justice Dept, were 


later dropped at the CIA’s urging, osten­ 
sibly because sensitive information 
would have to be revealed during dis­ 
covery or trial. 
In one glaring example, the Justice 
Dept, was forced to drop a case against 
an alleged opium smuggler because of 
the CIA’s steadfast refusal to cooperate. 
Puttaporn Khramkhruan, a CIA 
operative from Thailand, was indicted in 
1973 for illegally importing 25 kilos of 
raw opium into the United States At 
first, the CIA’s associate general 
counsel, John K. Greaney, promised he 
would cooperate fully with the U.S. at­ 
torney who was prosecuting the case. 
When it came time to release CIA docu­ 
ments, however, Greaney executed an 
abrupt about-face and even refused to 
allow a federal judge to examine them. 
The U.S. attorney appealed to the 
Justice Dept, for an order that would 
force the CIA to cough up the documents. 
Without even asking for a cursory ex­ 
amination of the papers in question, 
Justice backed the CIA 
In later testimony before the congres 
sional subcommittee, Greaney explained 
that he had changed his mind about 
cooperating in the prosecution because it 
would embarrass the CIA if one of its 
operatives were found guilty of smuggl­ 
ing opium. Furthermore, he claimed, ex­ 
posure of the documents would reveal 
some of the CIA’s sources and methods 
of operation in Southeast Asia 
“The behavior of CIA officials in this 
case,” concluded the congressional in­ 
vestigators. “ indicates that they still 
believe that the agency and its employes 
are above the criminal law ... Additional­ 
ly, this case illustrates that the CIA in­ 
terprets ‘national security’ with undue 
breadth ... Risking political embarrass­ 
ment of the CIA is not and should not be 
deemed synonymous with risking the 
security of the United States.” 
For its part, the Justice Dept, had been 
“puzzlingly neglectful and inept’ 
and 
may “have assisted in a cover-up of CIA 
participation in Southeastern Asian drug 
traffic.” 
Footnote: Congressional investigators 
for the subcommittee refused to com­ 
ment on the grounds that the report is 
still confidential. A Justice Dept, 
spokesman said only that his department 
was opposed to the appointment of a 
special prosecutor solely for the purpose 
of prosecuting the illegal activities of 
CIA operatives. A spokesman for the CIA 
said the agency had not yet seen the 
report and, therefore, could not com­ 
ment.

That means, in his 
mind, that an additional $16 billion could 
have and should have been put out to con­ 
tractors in the summer and early fall of 
1976, both in the interests of good defense 
management and political clout. 
The ripple effect of that added $16 
billion spreading out into the economy 
would have given the recovery a strong 
boost in September and October. For 
companies receiving these promises 
would have, in turn, put out bids to a 
variety of firms - and would have 
promised jobs to many men and women. 
Voters would then have marched to the 
polls with optimism for the future. And, 


my friend says, Mr. Ford would have 
been elected Nov. 2. 
This economist, in retrospect, cannot 
understand why the Ford administration 
and Secretary of D efense Donald 
Rumsfeld did not order these obligations 
put our. They were authorized by 
Congress. The original Ford-Rumsfeld 
schedule, adopted around 12 to 15 months 
ago, called for these funds to have been 
obligated before Oct . 1, the beginning of 
the 1977 fiscal year. It was in the interest 
of national defense and of prudent 
project management that these obliga­ 
tions be placed on schedule so that the 
programs they represented could move 
ahead according to plan. These obliga­ 
tions were, my friend assumes, not in­ 
flationary, as they were part of the 
obligation-spending pattern approved by 
the scrupulously careful James Lynn at 
the President’s Office of Management 
and the Budget. 
This financial specialist is in a very 
good position to know how these things 
are done, having been a part of the Pen­ 
tagon’s 
speed-up-the-obligating-and- 
spending moves in previous presidential 
elections, both under Democratic and 


Republican administrations. 
He recalls before one election that he 
was ordered by the defense secretary to 
go through every m ajor D efense 
spending program in detail and discover 
what programs were behind target in 
their obligating and spending of funds 
and which could be speeded up — and by 
what means. 
He and his associates were ordered on 
another occasion to search high and low 
for every extra dollar which Defense 
could obligate or spend in the months 
preceding November. 
On still another occasion he was in the 
office of the Pentagon’s liaison officer 
with the White House, an attorney whose 
name is now well known politically, 
when a call came from 1600 Penn­ 
sylvania Avenue asking for ways in 
which spending could be quickly, tem­ 
porarily speeded — the call led to a hasti­ 
ly devised program for putting out funds 
Note: 
This obligational authority 
which President Ford did not take ad­ 
vantage of will be a nest egg for 
President-elect Carter to use to boost the 
economy when he and his men take over 
Jan. 20.
